JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 28, (R). - 
South African police said they fi- 
red shotguns and revolvers early 
today to stop scattered outbreaks 
of fighting between rival Macks 
in Soweto township. 

Brigadier DJ. Kriel, police as- 
sistant commissioner in charge of 
riot control, said no deaths ‘were 
reported. 

In most of Soweto a fragile pe- 
ace seemed to be holding after fi- 
ghting earlier this week between 
Zulu tribesmen and other blacks, 
in which officials say 35 people 
died. 

In those clashes, Zulus led re- 
prisal attacks against Mack mili- 
tants they accused of intimidating 
workers to join a strike. 

Zulu Chief Gatsha Butheiezi has 
since, appealed to his people for 
peace and unity in Soweto. 

Today he accused Prime Minis- 
ter John Vors tor's white minority 
government of being “flippant” 
over the black unrest of fee past 
10 weeks. 

The outspoken Chief Butheiezi 
is the chief minister of fee Kwa- 
zulu homeland, one of the Mack 
lands destined for self-rule under 
South Africa’s apartheid (separate 
racial development) system. The 
Zulus in Soweto are migrant wor- 
kers. 

He told a Soweto Zulu crowd of 
6,000 yesterday : “We should uni- 
te as blacks and face oppression 
as one.” 

The black man’s maturity was 
being put to fee test, he said. 
Africans needed to unite “towards 
the attainment of our liberation." 

Chief Butheiezi said : “The tur- 
ning of brother against brother is 
the most tragic aspect of our cur- 
rent explosive situation.”

I wonder how many of us had heard of 
knobkerries (gnarled clubs) or pangas (hat- 
cbet-like cane cutters with a curved blade) 
before the Zulus of South Africa, and some 
other ethnic groups, hauled these items out 
of some primordial arsenal to slash and hack 
at fellow-blacks in a 1 fit of tribal rage & vin- 
dictiveness while Police Minister Jimmy Kru- 
ger wrung his hands in glee and told report- 
ers : “I frankly think the situation will calm 
itself now, once black people realise there is 
a strong backlash.” 

The backlash Mr. Kruger was speaking of 
had been predicted — suspiciously according 
to some — well in advance by Zulu chief 
Gatsha ButhelezL It was echoed last week- 
end by South Africa’s national chief of secu- 
rity police, Major-General Mike Geldenhuys. 

Now this in itself is not necessarily indi- 
cative of police collusion with the berserk 
Zulus. It turns out that hundreds of blacks 
die each year in ethnic c lashe s in South Afri- 
ca. The country’s blacks are split into a hun- 
dred tribes which can be loosely grouped into 
four major but diverse ethnic factions. 

Fertile soil, is it not, for exploitation by 
the white masters of South Africa? Divide 
and conquer is a tried and proven policy that 
antedates South Africa itself. Significantly, 
there was a move by the police over a week 
ago to allow "law abiding" blacks to arm 
themselves with knobkerries. Black reporters 
on the scene of this week's cataclysm said 
police did not intervene to stop the Zulus 
while they indulged themselves in an orgy of 
butchery and rape in front of the eyes of the 
law. 

What Mr. Kruger termed a backlash has 
a different name in the dictionary of people 
speaking from a more liberal outlook and with 
a less vested interest in the maintenance of 
the apartheid regime ; it is called the breaking 
of ranks or betrayal of the cause. 

How can it be seen otherwise? Was it 
not the same Mr. Kruger who, on the 20th 
of this month said of the black man in South 
Africa ; "He knows his place, and if not, 1*11 
tell him his place." Had not the Minister of 
Bantu Education, Mr. M. C. Botha said on 
the very same day that the only excuse for 
tolerating blacks in white South Africa was 
"to sell their labour and nothing else ?” 
Something of a case could be made for vie- 
wing the incidents as a backlash against, the 
policy of confrontation pursued by militant 
young blacks trying to enforce a stay-away 
from work. After all, according to reports 


blacks had been “rioting," looting and burn- 
ing stores and schools. 

Yet a closer examination of the targets of 
the spate of black violence can easily topple . 
such a case. Beer halls and liquor stores were 
the immediate target in Cape Town, for ins- 
tance. The “looted" liquor was not taken 
away to be drunk ; the bottles were smashed 
or emptied in trash dumps Or. the bush. The 
motive? In the words of one young black to a 
father trying to restrain hrm : “they gave 
you whisky instead of freedom." The mean- 
ing of this is clear to anyone familiar with 
the history of American Indians who were 
encouraged to drown and demoralise them- 
selves with “firewater." 

Schools, the other major target of the mi- 
litants* wrath, were Bantu schools. The word 
is an abbreviation of the so-called Bantustans, 
or independent economically unviable mini- 
states which South African whites want to 
force the blacks into, stripping them of their 
South African citizenship in the process. The 
Bantu education system means separate edu- 
cation for the blacks or “training for infe- 
riority," in the words of’ the leaders of the 
protest Thousands of pamphlets distributed 
this week described the young militants as 
“soldiers of liberation who prefer to die from 
a bullet, rather than swallow a poisonous 
education which relegates them and their pa- 
rents to a position of perpetual subordina- 
tion." 

One wonders if the message was not lost 
on the Zulus who went on the rampage last 
Wednesday — mainly manual labourers and 
low echelon factory workers. To all indica- 
tions they were reacting to the burning down 
of a Zulu hostel, carried out in retaliation 
for breaking the strike called by the militants. 
To all appearances, the Zulus reverted to an 
atavistic morality, a prehistoric code of beha- 
viour and set out to avenge tribal dignity. In 
the process, national dignity, and the fate of 
South African blacks was forgotten. They ha- 
ve been fighting each other since, while the 
likes of Kruger have been congratulating 
themselves on the impending return to nor- 
malcy. 

But then, it is easy to be wise about other 
people’s folly. The modem arsenal of wea- 
pons in use in Lebanon today makes knob- 
kerries and pangas look like toys. The death 
toll in a single day of Lebanon’s civil strife 
could easily equal all the dead in South Afri- 
ca since the beginning of the inter-racial strife 
in June.

i Last week, the new cabinet held an open 
meeting in Ma’an, in the southern district 
of Jordan. The purpose of the meeting was 
to collect information, discuss problems and 
make decisions to solve these problems, and I 
think it was altogether successful, fruitful and 
educational. I consider this meeting as a first 
step in the right direction, which I wish the 
cabinet will continue to follow. The frank- 
ness, openness and sincerity reflected by both 
the government officials and the audience 
were remarkable indeed. The local people 
who offered their views and demands were 
reasonable in their expectations, and eager 
for better economic conditions. One praises 
the efforts that were put in to organise and 
conduct such an unusual public meeting with 
top government officials, and the focusing 
on specific problems will undoubtedly produ- 
ce speedy decisions. For example, at the same 
meeting the cabinet decided to open new 
roads to several villages and to make avail- 
able water for every local village and settle- 
ment ; the cabinet also adopted several reso- 
lutions to improve public services in the sou- 
thern. region. 

Anyone who listened to the demands rais- 
ed by the participants realises that all these 
are listed in any regional development pro- 
gramme. To open health clinics, roads, public 
schools (academic and professional), to pro- 
vide water and electricity and help in land- 
use planning, to improve public services such 
as postal services and transport ... all these 
needs are necessary and basic to achieve re- 
gional development ; and the expenditures to 
carry out these projects .are, in fact, sound 
investment spending in the long run. To im- 


prove the living conditions of the non-urban I 
areas will reduce the migration rate to the 
cities and encourage more people to stay on 
as well as some people to return back to, 
their own rural lands from the cities, and 
above all will help eliminate the problem of 
so-called regional dualism which is a common 
characteristic of less developed countries. 

The economic growth of any country in- 
volves rich and poor, leading and lagging re- 
gions. Healthy growth, however, seems to re- 
quire that the poor or lagging regions be 
converted into leading ones. Hence, this kind 
of open meeting can help spur the overall 
efforts to achieve economic and social deve- 
lopment in the whole country. 

I believe this new approach in cabinet 
meetings can bring new ideas to the sources 
of regional growth, and help spell out and 
evaluate the public policies that can influence 
favourably the economic and social well- 
being of the nation’s regions. 

For example, one point raised by several 
farmers at the meeting was the high cost of 
feeds, which is very much in need for their 
animals. The suggestion was to ask the go- 
vernment to initiate natural grazing areas 
which would help use the dry lands in a 
more appropriate way, and thus reduce the 
cost of aniznal raising. One looks forward to 
more open meetings to take place in every 
region, and wishes every success to the new 
cabinet with its fresh, if not revolutionary, 
method of carrying out its responsibilities.
